HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

OF  NORTH  ADAMS. 


North  Adams  was  separated  from  the  mother  town 
Adams  about  three  years  ago  by  act  of  the  legislature 
Any  history,  therefore,  of  North  Adams, must  necessarily 
be  the  history  of  Adams,  a  brief  sketch  of  which  is  here 
given  : 

The  township  of  Adams  Avas  originally  known  as  East 
Hoosac.  In  1749  it  was  explored  and  surveyed  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  the  General  Court,  and  it  was  for 
some  reason  laid  out  ten  miles  long  and  five  miles  broad. 
In  the  following  year  Captain  Ephraim  Williams  secured 
a  grant  of  200  acres,  with  the  conditions  that  he  should 
reserve  ten  acres  as  a  fort  and  build  a  grist  mill  and  saw  mill, 
and  keep  them  in  repair  for  twenty  years.  In  1762,  the 
township,  with  nine  others,  was  sold  at  auction.  East 
Hoosac  formed  No.  1,  and  was  sold  to  Nathan  Jones  for 
£3,200,  who  soon  afterwards  received  as  joint  proprietors 
Avith  him  Colonel  Elisha  Jones  and  John  Murray.  In  Oc¬ 
tober,  1762,  forty-eight  settling  lots,  of  100  acres  each, 
Avere  laid  out,  embracing  the  very  heart  of  the  tOAvnship, 
and  in  1776  twenty  more  lots  Avere  laid  out,  and  Israel 
Jones,  who  was  then  a  resident,  was  authorized  to  admit 
sixty  settlers,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
General  Court.  Two  years  afterwards  the  remaining 
lands,were  apportioned  among  the  settlers.  In  East  Hoo- 
sac — on  what  is  now  the  farm  of  R.  B.  Harrison — was 
the  site  of  old  Fort  Massachusetts,  of  glorious  memory. 
The  town  was  incorporated  October  15,^1778,  and  the  first 
toAvn  meeting  Avas  held  March  8,  1779.  The  principal 
points  of  settlement  in  the  town  were  at  the  localities  now 
known  respectively  as  North  Adams  and  South  Adams. 

North  Adams  has  grOAvn  rapidly  within  the  {-ast  five 
years,  and  the  prospects  are  that  the  town  will  continue 
to  grow  in  the  same  ratio  for  the  next  five  years  to  come. 
The  present  population  is  about  10,000. 
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The  opening  of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  was  undoubtedly  the 
great  cause  of  this  growth,  though  the  manufactories  of 
the  place  have  had  an  important  share.  A  list  of  the 
manufactories  is  given  elsewhere. 

RAILROAD  FACILITIES. 

Few  towns  have  the  railroad  facilities  that  North  Ad¬ 
ams  enjoys,  and  many  predict  that  these  advantages 
will  result  in  remarkably  rapid  growth  by  inducing 
manufacturers  to  locate  here  for  the  sake  of  the  cheap 
transportation  of  their  goods.  There  are  two  competing, 
parallel  lines  to  Troy  and  Albany — the  old  Troy  and 
Boston  and  the  Boston,  Hoosac  Tunnel  and  Western,  re¬ 
cently  opened.  The  Fitchburg  road  affords  direct  con¬ 
nection  with  Boston,  and  there  is  also  a  branch  of  the 
Boston  and  Albany  road.  It  is  likely  to  be  the  great  rail¬ 
road  town  of  Western  Massachusetts,  as  four  railroads  have 
their  terminal  facilities  here. 

NATURAL  ATTRACTIONS. 

The  scenery  of  this  town  is  remarkably  wild  and  pictur¬ 
esque.  The  Hoosac  River,  entering  its  southern  border, 
flows  northerly  and  centrally  through  a  valley  of  great 
fertility,  flanked  on  either  side  by  lofty  mountains,  to 
North  Adams ;  when  on  receiving  the  North  Hoosac 
coming  in  from  Clarksburg  and  Vermont,  it  bends  sud¬ 
denly  to  the  west,  and  passing  through  a  narrow  defile  in 
the  mountains,  enters  Williamstown.  On  Hudson  Brook, 
which  enters  the  north  branch  of  the  Hoosac  just  below 
the  Clarksburg  line,  there  is  a  very  curious  natural  bridge 
of  limestone.  The  water  has  cut  a  channel  in  the  white 
marble  some  15  feet  wide,  from  30  to  60  feet  deep  and  30 
rods  long,  over  which  extends  an  arch  of  solid  rock.  In 
the  Notch  Brook  there  is  a  very  beautiful  cascade,  which 
attracts  the  attention  of  the  traveler.  The  water  plunges 
down  a  precipice  about  forty  feet,  afl:ording  a  vision  of 
beauty,  heightened  by  the  loneliness  of  the  wooded  glen 
through  which  the  stream  pursues  it  way.  On  the  right  of 
the  Hoosac  valley  rises  the  Hoosac  Mountain,  through 
which  the  celebrated  tunnel,  five  miles  in  length,  has  been 
cut  at  an  expense  of  $18,000,000.  On  the  left  of  the  val- 
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ley,"Greylock,  the  central  eminence  of  Saddle  Mountain, 

ascends  to  the  commanding  altitude  of  8,506  feet ;  being 

the  loftiest  eminence  in  the  State. 

» 

HOTELS. 

The  town  is  well  supplied  with  large  hotels.  The  Wil¬ 
son  House,  F.  E.  Swift,  proprietor,  is  the  largest  and  finest 
in  the  State  west  of  Springfield.  It  was  built  thirteen 
years  ago  by  Mr.  Wilson,  of  sewing-machine  fame.  Mr. 
Swift,  recently  returned  from  the  Tremont  House,  Chi¬ 
cago, ^is|the  landlord. 

The  Richmond  House,  E.  A.  Richmond,  proprietor,  on 
State  street,  is  next  in  size  and  importance,  and  its  accom¬ 
modations  have  recently  been  materially  increased. 

The  Ballou  House,  W.  A.  Ballou,  proprietor,  on  South 
State  Street,  is  a  desirable  hotel,  of  seventy-five  rooms. 

BANKS  AND  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  SAVINGS. 

The  Adams  National  Bank  was  organized  in  1832,  and 
is  the  oldest  institution  of  the  kind  in  town.  Its  original 
capital  stock  of  $100,000  has  been  increased  to  $500,000. 
In  its  early  history  it  occupied  a  small,  unpretentious 
building,  but  in  186S  it  erected  one  of  the  finest  blocks  in 
the  county,  at  a  cost  of  over  $70,000.  S.  Blackinton  is 
president  of  the  bank ;  E.  S.  Wilkinson,  cashier,  and 
Colonel  C.  F.  Luther,  teller. 

The  North  Adams  Savings  Bank  was  organized  in  1848. 
C.  T. '^Sampson  is  president  and  V.  A.  Whitaker  treasurer. 

The^Hoosac  Savings  Bank  incorporated  in  1871.  Pres¬ 
ident,  0.  A.  Archer,  treasurer,  C.  H.  Ingalls. 

The  Berkshire  National  Bank  was  organized  in  1878, 
and  has  a  capital  of  $200,000.  J.  Rockwell  is  president, 
A.  W.  Hodge,  vice-president,  and  C.  H.  Ingalls,  cashier. 

CHURCHES  AND  SCHOOLS. 

North  Adams  has  been  called  the  “  town  of  churches,’’ 
from  the  fact  that  it  has  so  many  fine  church  edifices  and 
that  they  are  clustered  together  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 
The  Baptist  church  is  the  oldest  in  town  and  has  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  over  800.  Rev.  A.  C.  Osborne,  formerly  of 
New  York,  is  pastor. 
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The  Methodists  worship  in  a  building  of  almost  cathe¬ 
dral-like  proportions,  and  have  a  membership  of  nearly 
700;  Rev.  S.  McKean  is  pastor.  The  Congregationalists 
have  a  large  society,  and  their  pastor  is  Rev.  T.  T.  Mon¬ 
ger.  The  Episcopalians  occupy  a  pretty  stone  church  and 
have  a  flourishing  society,  with  Rev.  J.  B.  Wasson  as 
rector.  Rev.  F.  W.  Sprague  is  pastor  of  the  IJniversalist 
church. 

The  Catholics  are  strong  in  number  and  influence. 
The  English  speaking  portion  worship  at  St.  Francis 
church,  an  elegant  and  commodious  ediflce.  Rev.  Chas. 
Lynch  is  pastor  and  Rev.  T.  M.  Smith  assistant  pastor. 
The  French  Catholics  worship  in  the  basement  of  the 
Church  of  Notre  Dame  until  the  upper  portion  is  finished. 
The  congregation  is  numerous  and  under  the  pastorship 
of  Rev.  C.  Crevier. 

The  public  schools,  standing  among  the  first  in  the 
State,  are  the  pride  of  the  town.  Besids  numerous  pri¬ 
mary  schools  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  there  are 
eighteen  departments  in  Drury  Academy,  illustrating  the 
graded  system  and  giving  systematic  and  thorough  in¬ 
struction.  Graduates  of  the  High  School  are  fitted  to 
enter  the  best  colleges  in  the  land.  A.  D.  Miner  is  the 
general  superintendent. 

MANUFACTURING  INTERESTS. 

The  Freeman  Manufacturing  Company  give  employ¬ 
ment  to  several  hundred  hands,  making  print  cloth  and 
prints.  This  company  is  enlarging  its  capacity,  both  in 
the  extent  and  in  the  modern  machinery  for  the  finest 
prints.  All  these  improvements  and  enlargements  have 
been  devised  and  planned  by  Mr.  Bracewell,  who  has 
invested  largely  in  the  works,  and  is  devoting  his  energetic 
mind  to  construct  a  complete  print  works. 

The  Arnold  Print  Works  is  the  leading  manufactur¬ 
ing  establishment  in  North  Adams.  They  produce  a  great 
many  difierent  styles  of  goods  every  day.  The  weekly 
capacity  is  750,000  yards  and  employment  is  given  to  over 
300  hands.  A.  C.  Houghton  is  the  principal  director. 

The  Johnson  Manufacturing  Company  make  fine  book 
fold  ginghams  and  dress  goods,  Scotch  ginghams  and 
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seersuckers  ;  give  employment  to  800  hands  and  produce 
200,000  yards  per  month. 

The  Beaver  Mills,  owned  by  Gallup  &  Houghton,  em¬ 
ploys  150  hands  and  turns  out  1,250  pieces  of  print  cloth 
per  week. 

The  Eclipse  Mill,  now  owned  by  Arnold  Print  Works, 
manufactures  300, OOu  yards  of  print  cloth  per  month,  em¬ 
ploying  200  hands. 

Briggs  Brothers,  with  140  hands,  manufacture  40,000 
yards  per  month  of  all-wool  fancy  cassimeres. 

S.  Blackinton  Woolen  Company  employ  325  hands, 
make  60,000  yards  of  fancy  cassimeres^  per  month. 

The  Korth  Adams  Woolen  Company  make  fine  fancy 
cassimeres  and  worsted  goods,  turning  out  35,000  yards 
per  month  and  employing  175  hands. 

The  Glen  Woolen  Company  employ  100  hands,  and 
make  20,000  yards  per  month  of  all-wool  fancy  cassi¬ 
meres  and  Scotch  cheviots. 

George  M.  Mowbray  manufactues  the  higher  ex¬ 
plosives,  tri-nitro  glycerine  exploders,  insulated  wire, 
used  for  simultaneous  blasting ;  he  also  coveres  cop¬ 
per  wire  with  a  seamless  coating  of  pure  para 
rubber  for  the  electric  light  companies ;  and  is  making 
an  insulated  copper  wire  enveloped  either  in  steel  or  soft 
iron  for  underground  wires  and  to  prevent  induction  on 
telephone  wires. 

C.  T.  Sampson  Manufacturing  Company  gives  employ¬ 
ment  to  300  hand  .  Women’s,  misses’  and  children’s  shoes 
are  manufactured.  The  capacity  of  this  factory  is  from 
2,500  to  3,000  pairs  of  shoes  per  day,  which  are  sold 
largely  in  the  West  and  South. 

0.  J.  &  W.  F.  Hodge,  iron  founders  and  machinists,  are 
the  manufacturers  of  Hodge’s  patent  grate  bar. 

C.  H.  Jones  is  extensively  engaged  in  the  manufacturer 
of  cotton  towels  and  yarn. 

The  Greylock  Mills  was  established  in  1880  and 
manufacture  fancy  French  and  scotch  ginghams,  seer¬ 
suckers  and  staple  ginghams.  Produce  250,000  yards 
per  week. 

Whitman  &  Millard  make  women’s  and  misses’  fine 
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sewed  standard  screw  and  pegged  shoes  ;  daily  produc¬ 
tion  1500  pairs. 

H.  T.  Cady  make  1,000  pairs  per  day  of.  machine-sewed, 
cable-wire  and  pegged  shoes  for  women’s,  misses’  and 
children’s  wear. 

James  Hunter  &  Son,  iron  founders  and  machinists, 
are  the  manufactures  of  ‘‘  Hunter’s  Improved  French 
Rotary  Fulling  Mill,”  and  cloth  washer,  steam-engines 
and  feed-pumps  for  steam  engines. 

The  Phcenix  Mills  were  established  in  1860  by  M. 
D.  &  A.  W.  Hodge,  and  are  among  the  most  extensive 
manufacturers  of  flour  in  the  State. 

•  MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  town  has  a  flne  water  supply,  coming  directly  from 
the  monntains. 

North  Adams  is  only  flve  miles  from  Williamstown,  the 
seat  of  Williams  College,  and  one  of  the  most  charming 
mountain  villages  in  the  country.  Greylock  Hall  a  cele¬ 
brated  summer  hotel,  is  also  in  this  vicinity ;  and,  indeed, 
the  whole  section  is  a  favorite  resort  for  summer  visitors 
and  tourists. 

There  are  numerous  secret  societies,  all  in  a  flourishing: 
condition,  there  being  two  very  large  lodges  of  Free  Ma¬ 
sons  ;  and  one  chapter  ;  one  Odd  Fellows  Lodge,  one  of 
the  “  Knights  of  Honor,”  one  “  Order  of  Foresters  ”  with 
a  full  quoto  of  Temperance  and  other  societies. 

The  town  is  well  supplied  with  large  and  handsome 
halls,  the  people  patronize  entertainments  of  a  high  order 
very  liberally,  and  are  particularly  well  “  up  ”  in  musical 
and  literary  matters. 

The  town  has  two  readable  weekly  newspapers — the 
Adams  'Iranscrijpt,  and  the  Hoosac  Valley  News. 

The  soldiers’  monument  on  Main  street  is  a  fltting  trib¬ 
ute  to  the  fallen  sons  of  ’61, and  was  designed  and  executed 
by  C.  Niles  Pike,  the  distinguished  New  England 
sculptor. 

The  North  Adams  Gaslight  Co.  was  incorporated  in 
1864  with  a  capital  of  $50,000  ;  the  quality  ot  gas  is  first 
class,  being  of  18  candle  power  and  manufactured  only 
from  Penn’  gas  coal. 
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The  North Adams  Library  Association  is  located  in 
Martin  block'and  is  in  a'flourishing  condition,  with  Geo. 
M.  Mowbray  as  its  President. 

‘‘  The  Adams  Club,’’  is  the  social  organization  of  North 
Adams,  and  is  composed  of  the  most  respected  and  prom¬ 
inent  manufacturers  and  merchants.  .Their  rooms  in 
Martin  Block  have  recently  been  frescoed,  carpeted  i^and 
papered  in  the  most  elegant  style,  and  are  unexcelled  in 
their  beauty  and  appointments  by  any  similar  organization 
in  the  State.

North  Adams  may  justly  be  proud  of  the  extent  and 
variety  of  its  mercantile  interests,  as  well  as  the  notable 
integrity  of  its  merchants. 

The  retail  trade  is  fso^varied  and  extensive'that  we'will 
be  compelled  to  refer  to  the  classified  Business  Directory, 
which  will  be  found  complete  in  the  pages  following  the 
list  of  residents. 

It  will  be  sufiicient,  to  say  that  it  meets  all  the  require¬ 
ments  of  its  rapidly  growing  population,  so  that  it  will  not 
be  found  necessary  to  go  outside  of  its  corporate  limits  for 
the  necessaries  or  luxuries  of  life,  which  are  furnished  in 
abundance  at  the  lowest  Boston,  and  New  York  prices. 

In  preparing  the  foregoing  sketch,  it  has  been"our  aim 
to  be  reliable,  and  hope  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  to 
improve  upon  our  previous  efi'orts.

BUSINESS  LAW  IN  DAILY  USE. 

It  is  not  legally  necessary  to  say  on  a  note  “  for  value  received.” 

A  note  drawn  on  Sunday  is  void. 

A  note  obtained  by  fraud,  or  from  a  person  in  a  state  of  intoxication, 
cannot  be  collected. 

If  a  note  be  lost  or  stolen,  it  does  not  release  the  maker ;  he  must  pay 
it. 

A  note  given  by  a  minor  is  void. 

Notes  bear  interest  only  when  so  stated. 

Principals  are  responsible  for  the  acts  of  their  agents. 

Each  individual  in  a  partnership  is  responsible  for  the  whole  amount 
of  the  debts  of  the  firm. 

Ignorance  of  the  law  excuses  no  one. 

It  is  a  fraud  to  conceal  a  fraud. 

The  law  compels  no  one  to  do  impossibilities. 

An  agreement  without  consideration  is  void. 

Signatures  made  with  a  lead  pencil  are  good  in  law. 

A  receipt  for  money  paid  is  not  legally  conclusive. 

The  acts  of  one  partner  binds  all  the  others. 

Contracts  made  on  Sunday  cannot  be  enforced. 

A  contract  made  with  a  minor  is  void. 

A  contract  made  with  a  lunatic  is  void. 

Checks  or  drafts  must  be  presented  for  payment  without  unreasonable 
delay. 

If  the  time  of  payment  of  a  note  is  not  inserted  it  is  held  payable  on 
demand. 

An  endorsee  has  a  right  of  action  against  all  those  whose  names  were 
on  the  bill  when  he  received  it. 

An  indorsement  may  be  written  on  the  face  or  back.  . 

An  indorser  may  prevent  his  own  liability  being  used  by  “  without  re¬ 
course,”  or  similar  words. 

An  oral  agreement  must  be  proved  by  evidence.  A  written  agreement 
proves  itself.  The  law  prefers  written  to  oral  evidence  because  of  its 
precision. 


BATES  OP  POSTAGE  IN'  THE  UXITED  STATES. 

Letters. —  Letters  to  any  part  of  the  United  States,  3  cts.  per  ounce. 

Drop  letters — that  is,  letters  mailed  in  a  city,  to  be  delivered  elsewhere  in  the  same 
city,  2  cts.  per  14  ounce. 

Registered  letters  are  charged  10  cts.  in  addition  to  the  proper  postage. 

Books,  Transient  N.ewspapeks,  Merchandise,  etc.— Books,  circulars  and  other 
printed  matter  (including  Transient  newspapers),  seeds,  cuttings,  bulbs,  roots  and  scions, 
in  packages  not  exceeding  4  lbs.  in  weight,  for  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  1  ct.  per 
ounce. 

Merchandise  or  samples,  in  packages  not  exceeding  4  lbs.  in  weight,  for  each  ounce  or 
fraction  thereof,  1  ct.  per  ounce. 

Newspapers,  circulars  and  periodicals  not  exceeding  2  ounces  in  weight,  deposited  for 
ujcal  delivery,  1  ct.  each.  Exceeding  2  ounces,  2  cts.  each. 

All  matter  not  prepaid  at  letter  rates  must  be  so  wrapped  that  it  can  be  examined 
without  destroying  the  wrapper,  and  must  not  contain  any  writing  whatever,  inside  or 
outside,  except  the  address;  but  samples  may  be  numbered  to  correspond  with  the 
numbers  in  a  descriptive  letter.  Glass,  liquids,  poisons,  explosives,  and  other  dangerous 
matters  are  excluded. 

Money  Orders.— Money  orders  can  now  be  obtained  at  almost  any  post  office.  It  is 
the  safest  way  of  sending  money.  Rate  on  money  orders  in  the  U.  S.:  Not  exceeding 
$15,  ten  cents ;  over  $15  to  $30.  fifteen  cents  ;  over  $30  to  $40,  20  cents  ;  over  $40  to  $60, 
twenty-five  cents.  Money  Orders  to  Great  Britain  and  Switzerland :  Not  exceeding  $5, 
fifteen  cents  ;  over  $5  to  $10,  twenty-five  cents  ;  over  $10  to  $20,  fifty  cents  ;  over  $20  to 
$30,  seventy-five  cents ;  over  $30  to  $40,  one  dollar ;  over  $40  to  $50,  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents.  Money  orders  to  Germany :  Not  exceeding  $10,  twenty-five  cents  ; 
over  $10  to  $20,  fifty  cents ;  over  $20  to  $30,  seventy-five  cents  ;  over  $.30  to  $40,  eighty 
cents ;  over  $40  to  $50,  one  dollar.  Money  orders  to  Canada :  Not  exceeding  $10,  twenty 
cents ;  over  $10  to  $20,  forty  cents  ;  over  $20  to  $30,  sixty  cents  ;  over  $30  to  $40,  eighty 
cents  ;  over  $40  to  $50,  one  dollar.  No  fraction  of  cents  to  be  introduced.

What  is  the  Non-Forfeiture  System  of  the  Berkshire  ? 

fh  ARTIES  holding  policies,  from  causes  beyond  their  control,  are  sometimes  unable  to  keep  up  the 
ii  I  annual  payments,  which  are  in  other  companies  a  condition  to  the  continuance  of  their  insurance. 

In  the  early  years  of  all  policies,  the  premiums  paid  are  in  excess  of  the  actual  risk  from  year  to 
year,  and  this  constantly  increasing  excess  is  held  in  reserve  by  the  Company,  to  offset  the  increasing 
risk  by  age,  and  provide  for  the  eventual  payment  of  the  policies.  When  a  policy  terminates  by  non¬ 
payment  of  premium,  this  reserve  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Company.  The  policy  holder  has,  in  addition, 
paid  for  all  insurance  received  up  to  that  time.  The  reserve  remains  in  the  Company,  an  accumulation 
of  unearned  2'>remium. 

The  great  objection  to  the  practice  of  Life  Insurance  has  heretofore  been  the  fact  that  by  the  terms 
of  the  Policy,  in  case  of  failure  to  pay  premiums  when  due,  the  Companies  forfeit  to  themselves  this  re 
serve,  or  unearned  premium  belonging  to  the  terminated  policy;  or  as  it  is  usually  termed,  forfeit  the 
policy.

And  if  lapse  is  made  after  still  more  premiums  have  been  paid  the  amount  will  increase  rapidly.  This 
is  in  addition  to  the  insurance  for  the  full  amount  of  the  policy  which  is  furnished  until  the  payments 
are  discontinued.

The  following  is  the  full  text  of  the  law  which  applies  to  every  policy  issued  by  the  Berkshire  on 
or  after  January  1,  1831,  and  which  secures  to  each  member  the  full  benefit  of  all  payments  made  by 
him.  This  is  done  without  any  action  on  his  part,  and  no  surrender  of  the  policy  within  a  given  time  is 
necessary.  By  the  operation  of  this  law  the  policy  becomes  a  paid-up  as  shown  by  the  preceeding 
table  of  examples.  The  amount  secured  at  the  ages  omitted  in  the  tables  can  be  easily  approximated. 

Tha  Limited  Forfeiture  Law  of  1880. 

[Chap.  S32.]  , 

An  Act  limiting  tlie  Forfeiture  of  Policies  in  Life  Insurance  Companies. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foRcnvs  : 

Sec.  1.  No  policy  of  life  or  endowment  assurance  issued  by  any  company  incor]iorated  or  organuzcd 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  become  forfeited  or  void  for  non-payment  of  premium  after 
two  full  annual  premiums  shall  have  been  paid  thereon,  in  cash  or  note,  or  both;  but  upon  default  in 
any  subsequent  premium  iiayment  such  policy  shall  become  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  ex¬ 
pressed. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  default  in  the  payment  of  a  third  or  any  subsequent  annual  premium  on  any  pol¬ 
icy  issued  as  aforesaid,  then  such  policy,  without  further  negotiation  or  stipulation,  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  company  for  an  amount  of  paid  up  insurance  which  the  then  net  value  of  the  iiolicy,  less  any 
indebtedness  of  the  assured  to  the  company  and  a  surrender  charge  as  hereinafter  provided  will  pur¬ 
chase  as  a  net  single  jtremium  for  life  or  endowment  assurance,  maturing  or  terminating  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  the  original  policy  contract;  that  is  to  say,  no  condition  of 
the  policy  contract,  other  than  for  the  iiayment  of  premiums,  shall  be  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  nor  shall  any  change  l)e  made  in  the  terms  of  said  contract  on  account  of  default  in  premium  pay¬ 
ment,  after  two  full  annual  ])remiums  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act,  except  as 
herein  set  forth.  The  net  value  of  the  policy,  including  all  dividend  additions  declared  thereon  at  the 
date  of  said  default,  shall  be  ascertained  according  to  the  combined  experience  or  actuaries’  rate. of 
mortality,  with  interest  at  four  ])er  cent,  per  annum;  and  from  such  value  sluill  be  deducted  any 
indebtedness  of  the  insured  to  the  company,  or  notes  held  by  the  company  against  the  insured,  and 
a  surrender  charge  to  be  determined  as  hereinafter  itrovided. 


Sp;c.  3.  'Said  surrender  charge  shall  be  determined  as  follows:  Assuming  the  rate  of  mortality  and 
interest  aforesaid,  the  present  value  of  all  the  normal  future  yearly  costs  "of  insurance,  which  by  its 
terms  said  policy  is  exposed  to  pay  in  case  of  its  continuance,  shall  be  calculated,  and  eight  per  cent, 
of  this  sum  shall  be  the  legal  surrender  charge. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  after  the  payment  of  two  annual  premiums  as  aforesaid  the  insurable  interest  in 
the  life  of  the  insured  has  terminated,  the  net  value  of  the  policy,  subject  to  the  conditions  named  in 
section  two  of  this  act,  shall  be  a  surrender  value  payable  in  cash:  Provided,  also,  that  upon  the 
tormination  of  such  insurable  interest  the  holder  of  any  policy  upon  which  by  its  terms  no  further 
premiums  are  payable,  may  upon  any  anniversary  thereof  claim  and  recover  in  cash  from  the  company 
a  surrender  value  computed  as  aforesaid;  and  provided,  fvrther,  that  upon  policies  of  prudential  or 
industrial  insurance,  on  which  the  premiums  are  five  cents  per  week  and  upwards,  but  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents,  the  said  surrender  value  shall  in  all  cases  be  payable  in  cash. 

Sec.  5.  The  insurable  interest  named  in  section  four  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  have  termi¬ 
nated  when  the  insured  has  no  minor  or  dependent  child;  and  his  wife,  if  he  has  one,  and  any  living 
beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  named  in  the  policy  shall  join  in  the  application  for  surrender  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  The  jirovisions  of  chaiiter  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one  shall  not  apply  to  any  policy  issued  subsequent  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one 
{Approved  Apnl  23,  1880. 


This  law  ahsoliitely  secures  to  every  member  the  equity  allowed  on  policies  on 
I  which  payments  are  discontinued. 

It  does  not  require  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  assured  to  secure  its  benefits. 

All  policies  on  which  payments  of  premium  are  discontinued,  will  mature  at  the 
time  named  in  the  contract. 

Policies  for  the  whole  term  of  life  will  mature  at  death. 

Endowment  policies  will  mature  at  the  end  of  the  term  specified. 

The  sum  payable  is  proportionately  reduced,  but  the  amount  is  fixed  by  the  law, 
and  it  is  for  the  largest  amount  that  an}"  actuary  has  ever  claimed  should  be  allowed 
as  an  equitable  consideration  to  a  member  discontinuing  the  payment  of  premiums. 

Other  valuable  privileges  are  conferred,  and  it  is  believed  by  the  officers  of  the 
Company  that  the  law  taking  effect  January  1,  1881,  leaves  no  benefit  to  lapsing 
members  unconferred  which  a  reasonable  prudence  will  permit. 

Policies  of  previous  date  to  January  1,  1881,  are  governed  by  the  non-forfeiture 
laAV  of  1861,  under  which  the  Berkshihe  has  paid  many  thousands  of  dollars  on 
claims  which,  under  the  laws  of  other  states,  would  have  been  entirely  worthless.
